FILL WEIGHT PROCEDURE 
FOR CANNED FRUITS 
AND VEGETABLES 


U.S. Department of Agriculture has 
announced completion of a recom- 
mended fill weight procedure for can- 
ned fruits and vegetables. Used to 
ascertain the weight of fruit in the 
containers before they are sealed and 
processed, the official USDA certifica- 
tion of fill weights applies only to 
plants under USDA continuous or 
other in-plant inspection, where a 
USDA inspector is present at the time 
of packing. USDA emphasizes, how- 
ever, that the plan may be used by 
any processor for quality control pur- 
poses. 

The fill weights are ascertained ac- 
cording to USDA's “Statistical Vari- 
tbles Control Chart Plan” and _ its 
ilaptations to these products.

FDA CANNED LIMA BEAN = 


STANDARDS AMENDED 


The Standards of Identity for Can- 
ned Lima Beans have been amended 
by the Food and Drug Administration, 
to permit the use of purified calcium 
chloride, calcium sulfate, calcium cit- 
rate, monocalcium phosphate, or any 
mixture of two or more of these cal- 
cium salts, in a quantity reasonably 
necessary to firm the lima beans. In 
no case, however, shall the quantity 
exceed 0.026 percent of the weight of 
the finished food. 

The order was published in the 
“Federal Register” of June 15 and 
becomes effective 60 days thereafter, 
except as to any provisions that may 
be stayed within the next 30 days by 
the filing of proper objections.

DELAWARE-MARYLAND, June 
17—At week's end reports were that 
soil moisture supplies were adequate 
with the lower Eastern Shore counties 
and Kent County. Delaware, showing 
surplus amounts. Harvest of Alaska 
peas nearing completion on the Penin- 
sula) with processors beginning on 
sweet and semi-sweet varieties. On 
the Peninsula more than a third of 
the acreage had been harvested by 
week's end with 10 to 15 percent har- 
vested west of the Chesapeake Bay.

In 
the lower Eastern Shore area about 80 
percent of the sweet potato acreage 
had been set. Earliest fields of toma- 
toes on the lower Eastern Shore are 
setting fruit with some fields having 
fruit as large as 1 inch in diameter. 
Prospective production of peaches is 
below that of 1960. Outlook for 
apples varies, depending on the vari- 
ety. The “June drop” of peaches and 
apples in the important Hancock area 
is still in’ progress.

CANNERS AND GROWERS 
URGED TO OPPOSE 
MARKETING ORDERS 
Canners were urged again last week to 
make their views known to Congress, 
and to enlist the support of their 
growers, in opposition to provisions 
of the Administration’s omnibus farm 
bill (H.R.6400 and $.1643) which 
would apply marketing order controls 

to canning crops. 

In a letter mailed to all canners on 
June 12, the NCA repeated the ad- 
monition contained in its letter of 
May 15 that “the bill would remove 
the present exemption for canning 
commodities from the authority for 
Federal marketing order controls 
in addition, it would make the author- 
ity for Federal marketing order con- 
trols applicable to all agricultural 
commodities... . The legislation ad- 
vocated by the Administration 
places in the Secretary of Agriculture 
the prime initiative for national mar- 
ketine order controls, 

“Ofhicials of the Department of Agri- 
culture are telling members of Con- 
gress that canners have nothing to 
fear from the legislation. “They. say 
that the bill does not provide any con- 
trol over the canned products and 
they emphasize that no program can 
go into effect’ without two-thirds 
vote of the producers. But they fail 
to point out that controlling the raw 
product can be a very effective control 
over the canned product. And they 
neglect to point out that though can- 
ners might voice 100° percent opposi- 
tion or 51 percent opposition to a 
proposed program, it could be made 
effective by the vote of growers, only. 

“This is a campaign now going on 
to bring your industry under the law 
that provides for marketing order con- 
trols. If you and the growers who 
supply you are to remain free of the 
daily regulation of your economic 
lives, you must become a part of a 
counter campaign.” 

House Democratic leaders this week 
gave up the attempt to salvage major 
provisions of the catch-all Farm Bill. 
Thus it appears that there will be no 
marketing orders for canning crops, at 
least for the present, but keep fighting. 
It is expected, however, that  legisla- 
tion will be passed in favor of price 
support for the 1962 wheat and feed 
grain crops.

‘The market 
is also strong in the midwest, where 
standard 303s are ranging S1.40-S1.45 
and extra standards are generally held 
at $1.50 per dozen. 

BEANS—New pack beans are of- 
fering out of the tri-states in a moder- 
ate volume, with canners quoting 
standards 303s at S1.15, with extra 
standards at $1.25 on green and $1.30 
on wax.

Attention Centers On Weather And Crop 
Conditions—Last Season's Problems 
Burned A Mark—Hopes Rise And Fall 
With The Thermometer—Taking Peas 
Off-The-Line 
By “Midwest” 
Chicago, June 22, 1961 
THE SITUATION—Weather and 
crop conditions are the important 
topics of conversation these days as 
spot business has been relegated to 
the background. Last season’s growing 
problems are fresh in every distribu- 
tor’s mind and the results of such 
problems are making life somewhat 
miserable at the moment for a num- 
ber of buyers. Because of this, they 
have been hoping for bumper packs 
and a market to their liking but things 
so far have not been shaping up that 
way. The entire Eastern seaboard has 
experienced everything but the right 
kind of weather and California is 
going through hot and dry conditions 


which is not helping a bit. Locally, 
hopes have been going up and down 
with the temperature and final results 
are still in the lap of Mother Nature. 

Illinois canners are going full blast 
on peas and shipping them just about 
as fast as they are packed. Wisconsin 
factors will not be under way for an- 
other week or two and so far none of 
them has seen fit to announce new 
pack prices. ‘The Midwest asparagus 
pack has come to an early end and it 
is a similar story in the East which 
means offerings will be on the slim 
side. Tomatoes locally are late and 
the market is moving into higher 
ground as all indications point to a 
smaller pack than had been originally 
anticipated. New York canners still 
feel they will start on schedule where 
beans are concerned which means 
somewhere around the middle of July. 
Northwest canners will get under way 
on Blue Lakes about the 20th of July 
and have already named prices which 
are slightly higher than last year. The 
Midwest cherry crop will be spotty 
this year with damage estimates still 
incomplete while spot supplies are 
well cleaned up. 

PEAS—Buyers of #10 peas were 
prime prospects for early peas and all 
canners had to do was offer to ship. 
This week found new pack peas from 
Illinois canners rolling right off the 
cooling porch into Chicago and no 
one was argueing about the price. 
Tens were in heaviest demand and 
most deliveries consisted of extra 
standard fours at $7.50 and fancy 
threes at $9.00 which is less than Wis- 
consin canners have been getting for 
spot stocks. For the first few days of 
the pack weather conditions were 
ideal and standards are still not ready 
as a result. However, just as soon as 
they are prompt shipment orders will 
roll on the basis of $1.25 for 303s and 
$7.00 for tens.

TOMATOES—The local market is 
strong and even Southern sources seem 
about ready to push prices higher. 
Texas and Florida have offered goods 
here as low as $1.171% in the face of 
local prices of no less than $1.45 for 
standard 303s. Standard tens and 21s 
are non-existant and really good extra 
standards are bringing $1.60 for 303s 
and $8.50 for tens. This market 
should continue strong as both Mid- 
west and ‘Tri-State supplies are short 
while pack prospects in California 
and the South have been dimmed by 
adverse weather. 

BEANS—Outside of standard cuts, 
unsold stocks of green beans are grow- 
ing shorter by the day. Buyers are 
anxiously awaiting the start of the 
1961 pack and especially where Blue 
Lakes are concerned. Distributors are 
showing outs all across the board on 
this one and new supplies cannot 
come too soon. First prices on the 
new pack reached here this week and 
they are higher than last year’s open- 
ings but this will have no effect on 
early shipments. All the trade here 
want is beans and they will talk about 
prices after they replenish stocks. 
Fancy three sieve cuts are quoted at 
$1.95 for 303s and $10.10 for tens with 
extra standard fives at $1.50 and $8.50. 
Fancy three sieve whole are at $2.15 
and $11.50. 

CORN—There is no change in the 
corn market and there won't be until 
another pack becomes available around 
the first of August. Spot lists are non- 
existant and shipments are at a mini- 
mum. Actually, the trade’s interest at 
present has been directed entirely 
toward the current crop and the prog- 
ress it is making as every buyer has 
just given up trying to find additional 
supplies of corn. 

APPLE SAUCE—This market con- 
tinues to slide as current supplies ap- 
pear more than ample to take care of 
present day routine demands. Most 
canners are now willing to take busi- 
ness on the basis of $1.30 for fancy 
303s and $10.75 for tens and they are 
not shipping what they would like. 
These look like bargain prices as the 
new pack is certain to open at higher 
levels. 

CITRUS—Here an __ instance 
where the trade are faced with higher 
prices despite the fact citrus sales are 
down sharply in Chicago so far this 
year. Distributors here have featured 
citrus only in rare instances content 
to buy it as it moves off the shelf in 
routine fashion. In any event, Florida 
canners have pushed prices to $4.10 
for 46 oz. orange, $3.30 on blended 
and $2.60 for grapefruit juice all un- 
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sweetened. ‘There are those still will- 
ing to accept slightly less money but 
the market is moving to the above 
figures. 

RSP CHERRIES—Unsold stocks of 
water pack cherries are extremely 
limited here in the Midwest and 
prices are strong on any odd lots still 
kicking around. ‘The crop in Michi- 
gan and Wisconsin has been damaged 
but it is a spotty condition as some 
areas have been hurt much worse than 
others. Accurate reports are not ob- 
tainable at present but there is little 
doubt the pack will be down from 
original estimates. 

WEST COAST FRUITS—Royal: 
Anne cherries will be going into cans 
as this is written but no prices have 
been named simply because raw fruit 
prices are still undetermined. Once 
prices are announced and goods are 
ready the industry will have no prob- 
lems finding some one to buy their 
product. The market is bare and the 
trade are eager for new pack cherries. 
There are reports of hot weather dam- 
age in California but nothing too con- 
crete at the moment. Buyers here 
would also like to buy certain sizes 
and counts of pears but cannot find 
what they need and probably won't 
until new goods are ready. Other 
major items, such as Cling peaches, 
apricots and cocktail are moving 
mostly in a routine fashion although 
the trade have been featuring canned 
lruits more frequently in the face of 
so many scarce vegetable items. Price- 
wise the market is unchanged.

\PRICOTS—The first real news 

new packs is the extreme heat 

il of last week when San Francisco 

! an unusual high of 101 degrees 

“ valley fruit growing regions went 

“as high as 110 to 115 degrees. 

Fr. ¢ known results were an extremely 

sh t delivery of apricots from the 
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early Winters and Saisuin clistricts. 
Sunburn and pitourn have ctefinitely 
hurt these two districts which were 
being harvested. Lne degree ol dam- 
age to later districts Is yet to be deter- 
mined as maturity and harvest is a 
week to ten days nence. these losses 
are ol serious consequence to the i 
aividual grower, but with the large 
carryover and large crop, these losses 
snould tend to stabilize an oimerwise 
aepressed canned product market. 

CLINGS—Second tactor to aitect 
the new pack consideration is the open 
ottering of a major packer to pay a 
premium of $12 a ton over the Cling 
Growers Association $55 price. One 
advertised brand indicated that tney 
would not go along with this offering, 
while another mayjcr lactor declinea 
to comment. With the projected pack 
larger than last year and an Associa- 
tion price up $3.00 per ton, this pre- 
mium price 1s difhcult to justily, but 
has also caused others to study the 
situation very caretully. Higher cost, 
larger crop—big question: What will 
the new pack price be in relation to 
last years In spite of the admitted 
larger export demand (which is cred- 
ited with preventing last season's price 
from slipping below last year’s all-year 
selling level of $2.40-$2.45 on No. 
21% choice) can the additional caseage 
be absorbed at higher costs and still 
maintain a price that will move the 
pack? 

PEARS—The third fact is back to 
the heat which has damaged the Bart- 
lett pear crop which, in California, 
has been estimated by USDA at 31,000 
tons less than last year. Extent of dam- 
age is yet to be determined, but is 
showing in preliminary examination 
of the crop. 

CHERRIES—Opening prices on 
Royal Annes: 8 ounce choice $1.80, 
fancy $1.90; No. 303 choice $3.30, 
fancy $3.55; No. 21% choice $5.55, 
fancy $5.85; tens choice $19.25, fancy 
$20.55. Pack cut short of original ex- 
pectations due to recent heat spell. 


CITRUS FRUIT PRODUCTION 

The 1960-61 orange crop, estimated 
to be 7 percent below last year, was 
82 percent harvested by June I, ac 
cording to the Crop Reporting Board 
of USDA. 

Grapefruit crop is expected to total 
2 percent above last year with 88 per- 
cent of the crop already harvested by 
the end of May. The June 1 condi- 
tion of new crop (1961-62) oranges 
and grapefruit is below both last year 
and average. However, the condition 
of lemons is higher than a year ago. 


CANNED MEAT BUYING 
ENDS 

The U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture announces the purchase of nearly 
5 million pounds of canned chopped 
meat for distribution to neady fam- 
ilies, which is the latest and final pur- 
chase in an extensive program started 
last March. 

In all, USDA acquired some 40 1/3 
million pounds of the nutritious meat 
product, which consists of beef, pork 
and other meats. The amount is be- 
lieved to be sufficient for present 
needs. 

The purchase program is part of 
President Kennedy's plan to improve 
the variety and quality of foods avail- 
able to needy persons. The canned 
chopped meat cost the Government 
slightly more than $1714 million. 


KRAUT SHIPMENTS UP, 
STOCKS DOWN 


May shipments of canned kraut are 
25 percent greater than the past three 
year average for May, and June | total 
inventory was 8.8 percent below an 
average for the last seven years, ac- 
cording to a report by the National 
Kraut Packers Association.

APRICOT, CLING PEACH, 
GREEN AND WAX BEAN 
GRADE STANDARDS REVISED 


USDA has announced revisions in 
the above grade standards scheduled 
for publication in the June 20 “Fed- 
eral Register.” The grade standards 
for canned apricots become effective 
on publication; green and wax beans 
and canned cling stone peaches 30 
days after publication. 

The amendments to both apricots 
and peaches provide for: (1) Revised 
recommended drained weights, slightly 
decreased for canned apricots, in- 
creased slightly for canned peaches; 
and (2) A fill weight procedure de- 
scribed on page 1 of this issue. No 
change has been made in the grade 
designations and requirements for the 
various quality factors. 

On the surface, greatest change 
seems to be in the revision for canned 
green and wax beans, since the score 
requirements for extra standards are 
raised from 75 to 80 and for standards 
from 60 to 70 points. 

However, because comparatively 
higher scores will be earned for the 
same quality beans in the new stand- 
ards, the revision actually does not 
represent any considerable toughen- 
ing of those standards. 

Adjustments have been made in the 
recommended drained weights for cer- 
tain styles of beans, such as whole and 
vertical packs, and for some container 
sizes the weights have been lowered 
slightly to facilitate packing the prod. 
‘uct without breaking the beans. Defect 
allowances within each respective 
grade classification remain unchanged 
from the standards which have been 
in effect since March 1953. Specific 
limits on long stems and_ blemished 
units are somewhat more restricted 
particularly for Grade A. 

All the revised grade standards wil 
appear in the new edition of th 
“Almanac” scheduled for publication 
the first week in July. 
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
